The undersigned, being named inventors of the subject Application, declare and state the 
following: 

(1) While working for our employer, Corel Corporation, the Assignee of the above- 
identified U.S. Application, we, together with our co-inventors, conceived of and completed the 
invention described and claimed in the subject Application ("our invention"), in Canada, prior to 
May 29, 2001, the effective U.S. filing date of Rozzi (U.S. Publication No. 2002/01 8075 1A1) 
cited in the Office Action mailed June 20, 2003 in the above matter. 

(2) We prepared a written disclosure of our invention (Exhibit A), which was 
supplied to our employer's outside Canadian Patent Agency, who then prepared a draft Canadian 
patent application on our invention. As can be seen, the drawing figure attached to our 
disclosure (Exhibit A) closely correspond to the drawing Figures 5-10 submitted with the subject 
U.S. Application. 
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(3) Our draft Canadian patent application was reviewed and finalized, and the 
application was filed on July 20, 2001 as Canadian Patent Application No. 2,353,390. 

(4) The attached Exhibit A, which was in existence prior to May 29, 2001 , clearly 
shows a date of conception and completion of the invention of this Application all prior to the 
May 29, 2001 U.S. effective filing date of the Rozzi Application (U.S. Pub. No. '751) . 
Moreover, having conceived of our invention prior to May 29, 2001, we proceeded diligently to 
prepare a complete written disclosure of same and to then promptly file a patent Application, 
initially in Canada, and thereafter, in the United States, covering our invention. At no time 
between our conception of our invention, and our filing of the subject U.S. Patent Application, 
did we ever intent to abandon our invention. 

(5) Our co-inventor Volodymyr KYRNYCHNYY is no longer employed by Corel 
Corporation, and his whereabouts are unknown to us. 

As named inventors, we hereby declare that all statements made herein of our own 
knowledge are true and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be 
true; and further that these statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements 
and the like so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of 
Title 18 of the United States Code and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the 
validity of the Application or any patent issued thereon.
